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THE   SISTERHOOD. 

The  foundations  of  the  Sisterhood  were  laid  in  1877-78  when  the 
Ladies  Aid  Society,  as  it  was  then  called,  was  organized  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  and  for  the  nourishment  and  care  of  convalescents.  To 
these  objects  the  ladies  gave  personal  service. 

In  a  year  or  two  a  kindergarten  was  opened,  followed  in  due  time 
by  further  activities,  such  as  Mothers'  Meetings,  Sewing  Societies,  etc. 
Shortly  afterwards  educational  work  among  the  poor  was  undertaken 
by  the  formation  of  the  Mission  School,  which  still  continues  its  work. 

When  Sisterhoods  were  formed  in  other  Congregations  it  became 
necessary  to  co-ordinate  all  philanthropic  work  in  view  of  the  district 
system  of  the  United  Hebrew  Charities.  Three  Congregational  Societies, 
the  Ladies  Aid  and  Sewing  Society,  the  Kindergarten  and  the  Envelope 
Society,  were  therefore  amalgamated  as  the  Shearith  Israel  Sisterhood 
in  1S97. 

The  present  Sisterhood,  which  was  incorporated  in  1910,  under  the 
name  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  Synagogue  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  has  for  its  objects  "philanthropic  and  educational 
work  by  personal  service  and  other  practicable  methods." 

Besides  the  Mission  School,  it  runs  a  Neighborhood  House  at  316 
East  5th  Street,  with  all  the  activities  of  a  settlement.  Five  boys'  clubs 
and  four  girls'  clubs,  physical  culture,  sewing,  cooking  and  dancing  classes, 
a  circulating  library,  a  penny  provident  fund,  a  playground,  meeting 
rooms,  an  orchestra,  mothers'  meetings,  religious  classes  and  sendees, 
are  all  offered  freely  to  the  residents  of  the  district.  Relief  is  given, 
medical  care  secured,  outings  arranged  for,  and  every  kind  of  help,  physi- 
cal, mental,  moral  and  religious,  is  given  at  all  times.  The  Resident 
Worker  is  Miss  Henrietta  Inez  Tucker. 

The  Sisterhood  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  this  city  in  offering  Jewish 
help  to  delinquent  girls,  and  today  the  work  done  by  the  Sisterhood's 
Probation  Committee  in  connection  with  the  City  Magistrates'  Courts 
is  being  widely  copied  with  rich  results. 

There  is  a  JUNIOR  LEAGUE  connected  with  the  Sisterhood, 
organized  December  28,  1897.  For  many  years  the  Junior  League 
supported  a  sewing  class  and  a  boys'  and  a  girls'  club  on  the  East  Side. 
The  League  has  given  personal  service,  has  made  donations  to  the 
Sisterhood  Clubs  and  Classes,  has  distributed  toys,  clothing  and  maga- 
zines where  they  are  needed,  and  fostered  sociability  among  the 
members. 

The  dues  of  the  Junior  League  are  $2  a  year.  Membership  dues 
for  the  Sisterhood  range  from  $100  for  a  life  membership  to  $3  a  year. 
May  the  Fair  be  the  means  of  multiplying  the  membership  tenfold.
